Before voting for the conven- 
tion the delegates defeated an 
anendment, proposed — by the 
Governments of Denmark, 
Sweden, Australia, Britain and

MOVE REJECTED 


The ‘three-men Credentials 
Committce of the Conference 
rejected the objections lodged 
against the workers’ delegates 


from South Africa, France and o 


Italy. 

The South African Trade and 
Labour Council had objected to 
the workers’ delegates and 
adviser appointed by the Union 
Government on the grounds 


_that they. .were_not representa-_ 


five of th work-people “ gen- 
erally in South Africa. 

The Committee replied; “The 
South African Government con- 
siders that the nomination — it 
made js Jn conformity with 
the Constilution .of the 1.L.0. 
The South African Govern- 
ment ‘denics the statement of 
the Transvaal Council of non- 
European trade, unions to the 
effect that the Council has a 
membership of 38,000 workers 
and considers that ‘its. member- 
ship Is only about one tenth of 
that figure.” 

The Commitice dzclared: ‘In 
these circumstances the Creden- 
tinls Committee, considering that 
the South African Government 
did everything possible to obtain 
the agreement of the most 
representative organisations, un- 
antmourly s 40 reject, as 
pelng witho ‘foundatio) the 
objections raised against the 
appointment of the workers’ 
delegate of the Union of South 
Africa.” 

On the objection to the French 
workers’ delegate, M. Leon 
Juuhaux, the Committee said 
that under the circumstances, 
and taking into account that fact 
that M, Jouhaux exercised highly 
important trade union functions 
in France, the Committee did not 
think fit to recommend the Con- 
a rae to-invalidate his creden- 
dinls.. ., 

Referring to the Italian case, 
the’ Committee declared that it 
could not help. thinking that it 
wns the duty of the Italian Gov- 
ernment to. undertake more 
active enquiries about which was 
the strongest pation Go that 
It might have the “agreement of 
that organisatien to tthe nomina- 
tion of the workers’ delegate. 

“The Committee, theretore, 
seriously recommends the Irallun 
Government to pursue its efforts 
In this direction in the future. 
Taking the whole circumstances 
Into account, the Committee un- 
“animotisly. decides to reject this’ 
year the objection lodged and 
‘suggests: that the Conference 
should note the present report, ".

P. Grace 
A Jury of seven men was 
empanelled,. 

‘Mr Hooton said that about 11 
p.m. on April 15, Sin Kam-yau 
avas admitted to Kowloon Hospl- 
jal suffering from some severe 
head injury. He -wnas_ deeply 
unconscious, and was so ill that it 
was impossibic to operate on him. 
He nover regained consciousness 
and died carly on the morning of 
April 17, A post-mortem was later 
held on the body and the cause 
of death was severe fracture of 
the skull which, in the opinion 
of the doctor, savas caused by a 
very heavy ‘blow with a flat 
abject, quits possibly’ “the 
pumice stone exhibited In Court. 
‘There were also other injuries 
of a rather superficial nature. 
These comprised abrasions on 
the shoulders, elbows and legs, 
and could have been caused by 
a stick or pole. 

It was the case for the Pro- 
secution that the accused struck 
the blow with the heavy In- 
strument in circumstances which 
In law amounted to murder,

SISTER MOVES IN 

Both arceused and deceased 
lived In Toi Kok Tsui Village, 
Kowloon, and some two or three 
weeks prior to the Incident tho 
sister of the ncecused movod Into 
the hut of the, deceased, and 
lived there.

short distance from the Village. 
They returned about 10 pm, 
In the party were the deceased 
and another clansman named 
Sin Fuk. When they passed the 
hut where deceased lived, one 
of the clansmen, probably Sin 
Fuk, passed some remark which 
was in the nature of a° taunt 
and was taken to reflect upon 
deceased's association with the 
accused's alster, 

The taunt was resented by 
deceased and a fight started 
between him and Sin Fuk 
They used their fists and 
various. other weapons of 
offence and defence such as a 
coolie pole, a bucket. and a 
basket. The fight: probably 
would have resulted in nothing 
more serious — than: abrasions 
to both participants had not 
the accused seen fit to inter- 
vene, . 

He_ did so at a time when 
Sin Fuk hod wrested nu coolle 
pole from the deceased, leaving 
the latter weapontess. It was 
alleged that accused struck the 
deceased with a heavy object 
which might -have been the 
brick oy something similor. 

Accused’s movements at the 
time were not certain, sald Mr 
Hooton, He was present when 
the taunt was made and was 


carrying a young child at the|- 
’ thme. When he allegedly struck 


the blow, he was not carrying 
dhe child. The pumice stone 
was obtained from a carpenter's 
hut a short distance away

Mr D, E, Greenfield, Acting 
Crown ,Caunsel, told the jury 
{hat the accused were alleged to 
‘be two of a gang of five who, 
armed with a revolver, on April 
26 robbed ond assaulted the old 
women in the. temple. Of the 
flve, two Nad already pleaded 
gullty “and another -had-not been 
apprehended, The accused 
were charged with robbery with 
aggravation because there was 
more than one man who went 
to rob. It was considered very 
much more serious to go rob- 
‘bing in o gang. 

Mr Greenfield said that if it 
was found that. all the men had 
a common purpose to rob and 
lf one or two assaulted the 
women during the robbery then 
ull were equally guilty, 

Describing the geography of 
the place where the robbery 
occurred, Greenfield satd 
that the valley was several 
miles long and very narrow, 
running from east to- west. 
One end was at Fanling and 
the other at Shataukok. North 
of the valley was a low range 
of hills over which was the 
border and on the south: was 
another larger: range of hilly.

GIVEN MEDICINE

Tho okt women’ felt his pulsc 
and said he was not alck ot all, 
Whereupon the five men fell on 
the women, gagged and bound 
them with rape and - covered 
thom with a-gun and also tled 
thelr eyes, When one of the 
avomen put up a struggle she was 
very -serlously ‘bruised. an 
knocked about and pushed on to

One of the men kept guard at 
the door of the temple anl

one of the girls from the ficlds, 
This girl: naticed that che doors of 
the temple were almost closed and 
heard sounds of piteous groaning 
from within. As she lald down 
her farming implements, o man, 
the one on guard at the door, 
came up from behind ‘and push- 
ed her into the room where the 
two old women were, The man 
guarding the women then asked 
her to sit down. After a while, 
he decided to do a bit of looting 
and left the women by them- 
selves. The girl then ran out 
to the door, but fortunately the 
guard then had also gone and 
she made her way to the village 
calling for help. When tha 
villagers raised the alarm, the 
robbers ran away and phere 
ensued a chase atl over” the 
valley. 7 

INTELLIGENT, STUDENT. 

At thls point” several for- 
tunate things occurred, said 
Counsel.. The first was an 
intelligent young student pass- 
ing on a bicyele who heard the 
alarm and questioned a stranger, 
the’ accused Ng Fuk-cheung. 
The stranger said he was from 
Un Long, and the student did 
nothing further until two 
Police officers passed by In a 
motorcycle.

After’ his week’s visit here 
Dr Pridie said he was strongly 
of the opinion that the public 
of Hongkong owed a consider- 
able debt of gratitude,. not only 
to the Medical Services, but 
to voluntary hospitals and the 
various other departments con- 
cerned for having maintained 
such a high standard. of public 
health in the Colony under 
‘conditions of great difiicuitty, 

What he. had particularly ‘in 
mind aos regards conditions and 
diMculties was, of course, 
overcrowding, the sudden‘ rise 
in population which was taking 
place here recently. 

ALWAYS A MENACE 

. Overcpowding was always 
rather a menace to public health, 
sald Dr Pridie, even in a much 
Tessar acute form than existed 
in Hongkong, and it was an ex-" 
eeedingly dificult problem to 
remedy immediately, for obvious 
reasons, 

“7 should say that your most 
important’ health problem at 
the moment is Tuberculosis and 
that applies probably to must 
of the world at the present time, 
and it is, I think, cverybody 
would acknowledge, a very diffi- 
cult problem indeed,” said Dr 
Pridie. 

‘However, much was being done 
by the Medical Services to cop2 
with the situation in Hongkong, 
he_ added. 

Referring to hospital services, 
Dr Pridie thought that Hongkong 
was extromely fortunate in hav- 


‘ling the Queen Mary Hospital 


which was one of the dinest he 
had seen anywhere. Hongkong 
was also extremely fortunate in 
having a fine University mith a 
medical faculty and that In itself 
meant that the highest possible 
standard of teaching was main- 
tained. . 

Dr Pridie paid tribute to 
the doctors, sisters, nurses and 
other personnel of the Medical 
Department for the worl they 
were doing, very offen under 
considorablo pressure, 

He had_ seldom seen. out- 
patients rdepeytments so ibusy, 
co popular, so crowded as some 
he had seen in Hongkong, and 
that meant a great strain .on 
the staff, Dr Pridie concluded. 

MATERNITY WARDS " 


A Gueation | put to Pridiec 
regarding overcrowdedness in 
Maternity wa was answered 
by “Dr Newton. It was stated 
that on some occasions two 
and sometimes three mothers
